I did feel a deep and profound Inter 
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'owtef 


est in this qiestion while I was in Europe, 
for I have been in the habit in making tar 
18 speeches of illustrating them by tefer-

ways iMiudar great temptation to exag- 
gerate in order to sustain his argument, 
and I did not, know but that I hud been 
guilty of exaggeration hitheito 
I deter 


mined to know for myself, and therefore 
when I was abroad I took more interest in 
men, 
women and things tban I did in 


churches, ruins, architecture and painting 
I investigated, as far as I could, of course, 
hampered a« I was by an unfamtlmrity 
with the language of those countries, and 
if understanding a smattering <>f the Ian 
guage, with an entire unfamilianty with 
the dialects al the people who worked for 
a living 


We have some wonderful advantages in 


this country of ours in this matter of man 
ufactunng over any country I saw, I be- 
lieve over any other country in the wide 


i world 
In the first plate we can feed a 


billion moie men on our land than \vq feed 
to-dav and do no harm to us either 
Then 


again, we have an enormous sea coast and 
we have rivers and lakes 
which the AI 


mighfy planted just exactly right for us to 
use lor ou - purposes, to make cheap 
freights all over the country 
And then 


agauij we have more railroads than all the 
rest of the world combined, and io-day 
our freights are cheaper in the United 
States of America than m any country on 
this earth 
On our through lines, the 


freights are not one-half, to-day, what 
they are on he through lines in England 
That is a great advantage 


benator Frje spoke of the great natural 


advantages of the United States for manu- 
facturing 
and then queried why, with 


those advantages, the imports for the year 
ending June 30 were so great, answering 
his query by saying that ic was because in 
America we wtrc handicapped in the race 
by cheap Intor in Europe, and no other 
reason could be given 
Labor was, he 


said, the most important factor ot all ID 
the matter of production, and the question 
as to whether qr not theie was cheap labor 
In Europe was a question that must be met 
and must be understood by men who legis- 
lated on the subject of a protective tariff, 
or revenue reform or whatever it might 
be called lie continued 


Let me gi?e you a few illustrations of 


what I saw, and they will be facts, not 
fancies 
I will start with Italy 
"But we 


have not much competition with Italy, why 
go there1"' Whv, my friends, Italy is one 
of the coming Powers of "Europe to-day 
Italy's voice is potent to-day end will be 
more powerful as the years pass by 
Italy 


has entered upon a new life 
It has to day 


nearly 30,000 000 of people, and it has, in 
my judgment, the most sagacious man in 
all Europe to-day, King Humbert 
It has 


a great navy 
It is reaching out for com- 


merce in a way that this great American 
people ne\er has -dared to reachiout 
I 


went into a cotton factory in Italy, and a 
f 


reat many people in the United States 
ardly know thttt Italy has entered upon 


cotton manufacturing 
But King Humbert 


says, "I have millions of people here In 
Italy withou work, sleeping in the streets,' 
—as I have aeen them by the scores and 
scoies, and FS some of you have, men and 
women, lying down on the curbstones 
riound asleep, with no homes, and King 
Humbert Is sagacious enough to say, "If I 
am going to have a great Italy, a great 
nation, I must have it a nation of workers 
and of men wjho can live in homes with 
their families arduod them" King Hup 
bert is doiogi every thing in his power tp 
build up Italy as a manufacturingnatlon, 
and they hu\ e commenced on cotton mills 
The agt-nt ol the cotton nap It happened to 
be a German whol could talk English 
enough for oe to understand 
I was fort- 


unate. 
I ir quired about his operatives 


He said they were first-class workmen 
Tbey did not understand machinery very 
well, but they were good people to work, 
both men and women 
''Well," said I, 


"what are Ihe average wages you pay ID 
your cotton mill herein Naples?" "Why," 
said he, "I average about $4 a Week " 
That was the old cry and I did not believe 
It 
"Four dollars a week," said I, "Will 


you be kind enough to tell me how yon 
make your average?' 
uYes," said he,' I 


have to put ahont two skilful men In each 
room, because these Italians don't know 
much about machinery, end those men are 
ijingllsbmen 
I am oollged to pay them a 


little better than English wages In order 
to get them, and £ pay them about 97 or 98 
a week * I said, "What do you pay the 
rest?" "WelV said he, "I pay my women 
from 15 cents to 18 and 20 cents a day. I 
pay my men from 35 to 45 cents a day." 
And that Is the way he got his average. 
There were not a score of men there that 
wereworkmz for 97 or 68 a week, not a 
ftcore. That Is true, as Mr. Porter knows, 
in England, Scotland, Ireland and Ger- 
many, add everywhere you undertake to 
find out wages. 
They will say, l*,We pay 


from $3 a week up to 915 B week," and yon 
gq and hunt at the bottom .and you will 
find that they have got two men, at 815 
and 2,000 ati& [Applause]. So that the 
great bulk, tbe 00 out of 100 that worked 
Fn this cotton mil, were at work for 20 
cents a day. Cor14 out of 5 in the mill were 
women.' Ho W.will that be for competition 
when Italy ,#its 100 or, 200 mills! WUI 
you then loos at Italy and make Inquiries 
as to labor there? 
' 


I went into a quarry—not a quarry, bat 


where they were manufacturing the gran- 
ite and the marble which bad been quar- 
ried. I found that the average 'raw of 


tbe same man 
I asked my driver—I had 


bunted a long while for a driver who could 
talk English, and I bad found one who 
could talk it a little—what he got, and he 
said he got 30 cents a day and what little, 
pour boires, strangers gave him. A pour 
bolre In Italy is about three cents, I should 
judge 
[Laughter]. I went out with him 


a great many times, and he always carried 
his dinner with him 
Here Is the free 


trader's cheap living. I asked trim three 
times to show me his dinner, and he show- 
ed It to me 
Every time it was maccaroni 


and grease. 
[Laughter and applause]. 


"He was happy, was not he?" says a free 
trader 
The happiest fellow I ever saw in 


my life, but do you want your laboring 
men and women to live on maccarooi and 
grease and be happy" 
[Laughter and ap- 


plause] 
I went into the Government lace 


factory In Venice, and fortunately there I 
found a man in charge who could talk 
English, and he waa very communicative, 
about the only one I found in all Europe 
who would answer my questions when I 
asked them 
I went over the factory, 


which had been long established 
He 


showed me first the work, and it was su- 
perlatively magnificent, lades from $5 to 
$400 a yard 
I then went into tbe work- 


shop. 
There were, perhaps, 200 or 300 


women and girls at wofk 
I spent two or 


three hours with him, looking over the 
concern 
I finally oettled upon one woman 


who was doing a remarkable piece of woi k 
bhe v,as apparently about seventy years 
of age 
She did not turn out to be but, I 


think, sixty 
[Laughter] 
She was work 


ing at a piece of thread luce 
My recollec- 


tion is that she was using 200 bobbins at 
the time, and she was moving them with 
suth a swiftness, a speed that I coutd not 
Fee the bobbins as they moved, to distm 
gulsh them 
"Why," said ., ' Mr 
, 


that woman Is very expe t * He said 
*bhe is the most expert ^oman in this 
factory, and she has worked here fortj 
years " I remembered it So I went round 
the room 
I then went into his office and 


said 
"Will you be kind enough to show 


me your payroll" 
He said 
*I will, 


with pleasure I have nothing to conceal " 
He showed me his pay roll 
Now," said 


I, 'point me out the name of the womnn 
that I saw working, who hud" worked here 
fortv years " He pointed it out

one single man except the blower, who 
gets over §1 a day

rolls, and it is only once, perhaps, in fl\e 
thousand names that you can find a man 
who is getting81 a day 
Ibis is true in 


England as it is in Germunv or Italy 


Every inch of Italy is farmed, as you 


may well suppose, to support 30,000,000 
people 
Take every man, woman and 


child there is in tbe United States of 
America to-day 60,000,000, and add 15,- 
000 000 to them and drop them right down 
into the singje State of Texas, and it 
would not be as thickly popula ed as Italy 
is to-day 
So they farm every inch of 


land in Italy, wav to the tops of the moun 
tains, where there is a bit of soil 
The 


women do it 
I have seen tweity women 


in one field Ihey employ six to eight 
persons on an acre of laud, where we don t 
employ more than one 
What are their 


wages?^ From fifteen to eighteen cents a 
d»y, working the live long day under the 
hot sui, if with a hoe, with one of those 
otd fashioned stump hoes 
that would 


weigh from three to four pounds and have 
a handle nenrly as large as that bottle and 
not half as exhiharatingas that bottle was 
[Laughter and applause ]

there in haying time and the women did

Said 
he, "Forty cents a day Is a heavy price to 
pay herdsmen, but I think a good deal of 
my cows." [Laughter ] Go li to a Swiss 
silk factory and you will flnij there, com- 
peting with your silk manufactures in the 
United States, women working on the 
average for 41 cents a day, ski led labor- 
era, too, In the manufacture of Bilk. 


Step up to Belgium 
Belgium Is a p^r- 


fect bee-hV^e. 
It is about one-third the 


size of the-St&te of Maine In territory and 
has 6,000.000 of people, more people to the 
square mile tban any country in Europe, 
and they seem to love to work. The manu- 
facturing ot Belgium Is perfectly amus- 
ing? Did you know she was frightening 
England to-day out of her boots? Did 
you know that she compelled A dam BOD, 
the President of the Brltlfib Steel and Iron 
Association, In his Inaugural speech, made 
In Manchester, In that free trade country, 
only about twelve days ago, to say that 
unless, England protected her steel and 
iron manufactures against Jhe competition 
df ; Belgium; by Jawi England would bo 
drlvetf wine wall InWbnsInew?

Belgium are better than the 


wages in Italy or Switzerland] and about 
equal to the wages, in mv judgment, as 
near as I conld learn, m Ge many and 
France. I think a little better than the 
wages In Germany to-day 
In the cotton 


faotory in Belgium they pay their women 
from 20 to 25 cents a day and their men 
from 40 to 60 cents a day 
"iou may 


go Into a greafi steel and iron manufactory 
and you cannot find on the pay roll of the 
concern a single laboring man -whose daily 
pay amounts to 80 cents a daj , not one, 
and they run down to 40 cents A day Ihe 
women do all the farming in Belgium, and 
they do it foi from 10 to 18 and, 20 cents a 
day 


Go up to Germany 
I went first to Mu 


nidh, and on fine first voyage of discovery 
I made there I saw about u score of women 
with an olwkward looking saw and a sin 
gular looking block for the w >od to rest 
updh* sawing away In the streHs and car 
lying the wood on their badfc into the 
stores 
I had seen women doing almost 


everything m Italy and Belgiun, but I had 
not seen them doing anything like Lhat, 
and It struck me as being remarkable

But in order to show that the tariff does 


something even in Germany, I want to cite 
to you^he report, both as to the amount 
of I wages paid in Germany and to th6 ad- 
vance caused bv protection in German}, 
made by the German btatistipal Bureau 
this year 
"Replies have been received 


from two hundred and ninety three (chief- 
ly large) iron works and engineering es 
tublishments (ninety four of which are 
owned by limited companies) from all 
parts of Germany 
It appears from the 


figures Jan 1,1879"—well,! I won't read 
the figures. These figures show that the 
number of workmen increased in eight 
years by 38,000 (30 per cent ) , the month- 
ly wages by 3,058,765 marks (39 per cent) 
In 1879, consequently, each workman 
earned on an average 6183 marks per 
month, or rather under 15s 6d a week 
Now, there is a commentary on German 
wages. Mind you, these are wages of men 
working Where they command tbe very 
highest wages !n iron and steel, and vet in 
1879 they did not earn $4 a week from two 
hundred and thirty-three establishments 
What effect did the tariff hav«>? The tariff 
Increased pt in January, 1887 to 6617 
marks, a fraction over 16s 6d. a week, so 
tbey earned over $4 
There had been an 


Increase of 30,000 employes. That had re- 
suited In an Increase of a shilling and a 
half a week of wages 
Suppose it resulted 


In doubling the number of the employed 
and made it 60,000 more, would not the ra- 
tio of increased wages be still greater be- 
cause the. demand is still greater, and Is 
not the energy displayed by Germany to- 
day In manufacturing enterprises the re- 
sult of their German tariff? I learned from 
this gentleman I waa speaking about, that 
in his opinion, from careful investigation, 
the earnings of the men In Germany would 
not average over $115 a year, and that the 
women would nod average over 950 a year.

The first witness called upon was Dr. S. 


W. Otis, of Carmel. He,testified to hav- 
ing been called to attend Con ley just after 
he had been shot on the evening of Sep- 
tember 18th, and to having found two 
wounds, one in the clavicle and the other 
in the arm near the elbow.

of the bullet in the former woand was 
downward into the luag. The bullet was 
probed for but could not be foujd until 
the post mortem examination when it was 
discovered in the back of the lung near the 
scapula. 
Doctor Otis stated .that there 


waa no doubt but the wound was the cause 
of the death of Conley. 


David >S. Simpson was the next witness. 


He said that on the evening of thp shoot- 
ing Stevenson had driven into lis door 
yard and asked him to assist In arresting 
two desperadoes who, he said, were at the 
poor farm, a short distance away. Steven- 
son had two revolvers in his hund 3 at tbe 
time and kept, them out. He, win

Simpson and Constable Farringtcn, went 
to the poor farm with Stevenson, t nd when 
the latter entered the rodin where the 
tramps were he began firing at a distance 
of about iive or six feet'from them.

judged that the revolvers were self-cock- 
ing from the rapid action.

The 
witness said that he beard

He commenced by 
reciting what the law allowed to be done 
in a case of felony and the duty incumbent 
on an.officer of the law. He also cited the 
lines of evidence which the defence was 
authorized to introduce in the case. It was 
compeleut to sho.w the dangerous char- 
acter of the jierson or persona to be 
arrested. To show that the perse ns were 
the ones guilfcy of the crime of burning, 
on acwmnt of whjch their anest was 
sought\He then gave a historv of the 
burning of"§herifl Stevenson's buildings 
in the night during his absence f re m home, 
burning all the contents of the buildings, 
except a portion of the furni.ure, and his 
family narrowly escaping wilh their lives, 
following it up with the accourt of the^ 
discovery of the incendiaries and events 
that led up to the shooting of tte tramp 
Conley whicli, he claimed, was^one in 
self-defense. \ 


Mrs. 
Erama Stevenson was 
he first 


witness called. 
Wife of the- respondent. 


Lives in Clinton. Related the facts con- 
nected with the burning of their 1 ouse on' 
the night of Monday, Sapt. 12, during the 
absence of her husband, and while herself 
and four children were in the house. 
Were aroused by the little girl wao slept 
up stairs and heard the crackling of the 
flames. The barn was all on tire when 
discovered. The furniture in th; dining 
room, kitchei and pantry and everything 
in the barn and outbuildings were destroy- 
ed. No one had arrived there wien she 
got out of the house. 


The next witness called was Lilke Book- 


er, the young woman who was with the 
tramps when the fire was set. She ap- 
pears to be about fifteen or sixteen years 
old, ignorant, unable to read or write, and 
a perfect child in everything but the life 
she has led. She testified that sie came 
from a place called Munquat, just over the 
border on the Canadian line. That she 
had neither father 
nor mother; 
had 


worked for awbile for a womati in Fort 
Fairfield and that another woru;m carried 
her to a home for girls in Fortlar d from 
which she ran away and made the bcqnain- 
taince of the tramp named Irish E nd was 
induced to go with him on the promise of 
taking her to his home. 


That she walked with him to a place a 


little this side of Brunswick where they 
joined tbe three other tramps krown to 
her as Shorty, Slim and Swift. Gave a 
description of the tramps and &Ud they 
stopped In "trolly" houses, 01 houses 
where the hand cars are kept by ihe sec- 
tion men. 
Stopped at different, p aces till 


they jcame to Clinton when they vent into 
Stevenson's barn, which she described. 
They all got on to the mow when Shorty 
said he was going to smoke, lit bin pipe 
and threw tbe match on the bay, s siting it 
OD fire. Irish told him be had set the bay 
a fire and Shorty tried to put It oat with 
bis hand, when Irlsa said:' "Let It burn. 
They wouldn't g>ye us a mouthful to eat 
if we were starving." The fire spread 
quickly, running over the top of tie hay. 
She slid ofi ttie mow to the ban. floor, 
hurting bar hip badly. Heard tho cattle 
bellowing with, pain OB they went away 
and said It is too bad they should barn up. 
Tbe men threatened her and told tier to 
s top; her noise. Afterwards Irish put tne 
back of a knife to her throat and; said if 
she ever told he would draw tbe other 
eidejof It across her throat. They secreted 
theoBBelTOft In the woods for a day or two

few days. Before going Irish told her: 
"If you tell anything about this youjll 
lose your life." Irish used to pull out his 
pistol and say that no sheriff or pollcemjin 
could take him.

bborty and Irish had pistols and Slim and 
Swift had dirk knives. 


Witness was cross-examined at sdme 


length but the above is the substance of 
what was given both In direct and cross 
examination. 


Selden Haijcock testified: 
Lives in 


Burnham, seven or eight miles from place 
of fire. Saw two tramps morning after 
fire at depot in Burnham. Did not then 
suspect them. Next saw them four days 
afterwards. Girl on7y staid at his house 
one night. 
In the morning said she 


dreamed she had been sent to a peniten- 
tiary for burning the barn. Then told' 
that the tramps burned it. Did not see 
Stevenson before the shooting. Eli Bick- 
ford and John Dyer watched at my house 
that night. 
' Cross examined: 
Learned thab Dyer 


and Bickford were sent to my house by 
Capt. Fletcher. 


Mrs. Hancock, wife of Selden Hancock, 


Burnham, testified to the girl coming there 
as stated by the preceding witness and to 
condition in which she was found. Never 
saw the tramps after they left her house. 
Girl staid with her until Sunday when she 
was taken to Mr. Fletcher's. Girl was 
very sick and in terrible condition. Did 
not think she could have gone two rods 
without fainting away. Told me the whole 
story while at my house. Never saw h^r 
after she was taken away. Stevenson was 
at my house Sunday, the day the girl went 
away. Told him what the girl had told 
mo. Girl said men were heavily armed. 
We had better not oflend them or they 
would come and burn us up. 


Dr. Daniel Dyer, of Burnham, testified 


to being called and to the condition of the 
girl. 


Captain Abner W. Fletcher,Trial Justice, 


at Burnham : Girl came to his bouse Sun- 
day after building burned. Told him the 
story and he wrote it down. 
Saw Steven- 


son same day at Clinton. She told the 
story to Stevensun when going down in 
my carriage. Suggested that Mr. Farring- 
ton had better go with biro. They started 
away about half past two Sunday after- 
noon. Told him he had better get a larger 
pistol than his as the tramps are heavily 
armed. Sent for Dyer and arranged for 
him &nd Mr. Bickford to watch the house. 


John P. Billings testified to seeing Mr. 


Stevenson at a grange meeting after the 
fire, the latter having just returned from 
Augusta. Told him people were much ex- 
cited and said if they caught incendiaries 
would hang them to chimney. He said : 
"Not it I had been there. 
Let the law- 


take its course." 


Mrs. Viola Billings testified to above 


conversation. 


Mr. Orrin Farringtou, aconstable of 


Burnham', testified to going to Cancel with 
Mr. Stevenson and to what took place 
there. Mr. Stevenson went into the house 
before Farrington and two Simpsons. 
Heard two shots fired before they went in. 
Stevenson was fifteen ortwenty feet ahead. 
After he was shot Shorty got up to leave 
the room but stopped him and set him 
down. 


Don't recollect of Mr. Stevenson mak- 


ing any talk about character of men or 
manner .of arrest. 
Nothing said about 


who should go in first. Went around the 
house one way aud Stevenson the other. 


Cross examined: Don't recollect seeing 


sheriff's pistols when we left Simpsons' 
house. Saw no pistols in his hand. Saw 
a pistol going over to Carmel. Stevenson 
said it was a self-cocker. Did not bear 
him say he would take no chances. iDon't 
recollect that any one said "There they 
are," when seeing the tramps through the 
windows. Do not say that no conversa- 
tion of the kind was had: 
Do not recol- 


,lect what was said after the shooting. 
Mr. Stevenson examined Shorty to see If 
he was the man he was after. 
Stevenson 


asked what time train left. That Simpson 
had better get a doctor and charge ex- 
pense to Kennebec County. Heard no talk 
made by Mr. Stevenson or anyone! as to 
why he fired. Don't recollect saying to 
Mr. Simpson that the shooting was unnec- 
essary. I was some excited. 
Will not 


" say that I did not make such a remark 


about being a mistake. 


[Re-direc : Had no weapon with me but 


a pen knife. Have a little pistol but never 
fired it; have had it a year. 


John F. Dyer testified that Stevenson 


said he wanted two good level headed men 
to go to Hancock's to watch, and if the 
tramps came back to arrest them. 
Went 


and got Eli Bickford and we_ watched the 
place. 


Cross examined : Was not present with 


Fletcher and Stevenson. 
Nothing was 


said about shooting at sight. 
No rec- 


ollection of hearing anything of the kind 
except outside talk; there was a good deal 
of that. 


Mr. I. C. Libby, of Burnham, was called 


for but had left the court room. 
It being 


six o'clock and Mr. Libby and the respond- 
ent both remaining to be heard, the case 
was adjourned until Thursday next at ten 
o'clock, Mr. Stevenson giving $3,000 bail 
for his appearance, Rufus Gilman, Esq., 
of Burnbam, and Alton Richards, Esq., of 
Clinton, becoming sureties.
